Down Our Browns in the: First 
Championship Game. 


Tho Great Struggle For the World’s 
Supremacy To-Day. 


Total Score, Chicago 6, St. Louis 0—Scenes 
on the Ground Before and During the 
Game—Chicago Marches on With a Big 
Brass Band—The Score by Innings—De- 


tails of the Play. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIspatcn. 

CHICAGO, October 18.—President Von der 
Ahe and the Browns arrived here this morn- 
ing. They are in astate ofthe wildest indig- 
nation overa St. Louis special published in 
to-day’s Tribune which says indirectly that Mc- 
Quade, the umpire, threw the game at St. Louis 
yesterday to the Browns. The special refers to 
Latham as a monkey and advises Kelly of the 
Chicagoes to collide with him if possible at 
third base. The Browns are greatly incensed 
over the matter as well asthe St. Louis peo- 
ple who came with them. They cali the whole 
thing a piece of the vilest scurrillity. 

THE GAMES, 

which begin to-day, are forthe championship 
of the world. They were arranged some 
weeks ago in a series of letters between Presi- 
dent Von der Ahe of the St. Louis Club and 
President Spalding of the League. The final 
arrangements were that six games should be 
played, three in Chicago, begining to-day, 
and three in St. Louis, begining on Thursday. 
In case the six games should result in a tie, 
then Messrs. Spalding and Von der Ahe are 
eachto selectatown, and by atoss decide 
which of the two towns shall have the decid- 
ing game. Mr. Von der Ahe has 
already declared that he will select 
Cincinnati as his place. In addition to the 
championship, a large amount of money de- 

ends on the series begun to-day. 

Ir. Spalding, in one of the letters ar- 
ranging the series, proposed that 
the winners should take the gross receipts 
and the losers should pay all the expenses. 
This Mr. Von der Ahe substantially agreed to, 
the only expense which comes out of the 
gross receipts being „ viz, $100 per diem 
to pay the board of tour  wtmpires, 
each of which gets a day. It is sure that, 
with fine weather, the gross receipts will be 
$15,000, all of which money goes 
with the results, Presidents Spalding 
and Von der Ahe have each promised 
to give the men half the receipts, so that both 
officers and men have the greatest incentive to 
make the hardest struggie possible to win. 
The Board of Umpires consists of Kelley and 
McQuade of the American Association and 
Valentine and Quest of the League. 

A MEETING 
was held this morning at 11 o’clock inthe 
office of A. G. Spalding to make the final ar- 
rangements for the world’s series. There 
were present Messrs. Spalding and Von der 
Ahe and the four umpires’ selected 
to umpire the series. The agree- 
ments which had been made by telegraph for 
the games, that is the dates, expenses, the 
taker of the receipts, ete., were ratified. 
A discussion then followed as to the um- 
piring of the games, und it was 
decided that the first game be um- 
pired by a selection of one man by lot 
from the four. To-morrow’s game and also 
one game in St. Louis will be umpired as fol- 
lows, and if found satisfactory will be adopted 
forthe balance: A League man will umpire 
when the Browns bat, and an Association um- 
pire when the Chicagos bat. Appeals from the 
decision will be made by an idle umpire toa 
referee, whose decision will be final. 
PREPARING FOR THE CONTEST. 

The first game between the Chicagos and the 
St. Louis Browns for the championship of the 
world began this afternoon at the White 
Stocking Park at 8 o’clock, before an 
audience which was not as large as had been 
anticipated. Itis estimated that there were 
about three thousand people in the grand 
stand. While the clubs had their practice 
a band played in the grand stand. The Chica- 
gos practiced first, and made way for the 
Browns who arrived on the grounds at 2:30. 
The day was cloudy up to about that hour 
when the sky cleared and the sun came out. 
The sizeof the crowd is attributed to the 
weather, which is quite cold. 

PRACTICE PLAY. 

When the bell for practice rang the Chi- 
cagos, preceded by a brass band, marched 
up from the end of the grounds towards 
the home plate an while little 
Willie liahn, the mascot, dressed in the cos- 
tuine of the club, took his seat upon the 
Chicago players’ bench, the Chicago cham- 
pions spread out on the diamond, the 
fielders and basmen taking their regular 
positions and thebatteries the track to prac- 
tice. Ohicago put in Clarkson and Kelley and 
the Browns Foutz and Bushong as batteries 
for the game. 

The game was not as brilliant as had been 
expected, especiaily on the part of the St. 
Louis champions. , 

„ TRE GAME—FIRST INNING. 

At3 o'clock promptly the bell to play rang 
and McQuade, who had been chosen umpire, 
called play. The Browns were ülrst 
at bat. Latham was first on 
the list, and was applauded when 
he stepped to the plate, Play, ‘‘high 
pall,’’ cried the umpire and Clarkson began to 
pitch. Ball after ball was pitched in 
and Arlie fouled four of them. Cries of 
„rats came from the rand stand. Not- 
withstanding this, owever, Clark 
son registered two strikes on 
on him, and he was finally struck out amidst 
the most vociferous applause. Caruthers 
came next, hitdown towards second and died 
at first. 

The next man went out as 
the Browns were retired for no runs, 
as they were in every other 
inning throughout the game.

HOXIE’S HEALTH. 


Me Was Lying at the Point of Death in 
New York. 


The New York Times of arecent date says: 
**Though there has been no public mention of 
it Vice-President Uoxie of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Companyefor over two weeks has 


been lying at the point of death in this city. 
It was pointed out inthe Times a month ago 
that overwork and the anxieties that attended 
his position during the recent Southwestern 
railway strike bad told severely 
upon him and that his health was badly 
impaired. He soon afterward went to bed, 
to remain there continually till the present. 
Now he is believed to be much proved, and 
the doctors say that he is gut danger, but 
he is yet a very sick — Se 8 likely to be 
some time before he gets OT to business again. 
Grave surgieal operations had to be performed 
to save his life, and several physicians have 
been kept in constant attendance upon him. 
Jay Gould is personally much attached to Mr. 
Hoxie. The millionaire has found the tall, 
thin, nervous Hoxie one of the most reliable, 
one of the most enterprising railroad mana- 
gers with whom he has ever associated. Mr. 
Gould, during the pendency of the Missouri 
Pacific strike last spring, said to me one day 
at his office: ‘‘If any other man than Hoxie 
was conducting this fight for us I might not be 
so confident of success, but Hoxie never 
fails.’’ During Mr. Hoxie’s present sickness 
Mr. Gould has been a daily caller upon him at 
the apartments in the Broadway—over the 
Metropolitan Opera-house—where the sick 
man is situated with bis family, the guest of 
his oldfriend and past associate, General 
Manager Haves of the Jersey Central Railroad.

FALL IN LINE. 


THE FOURTH WARD SETS A GOOD EXAMPLE 
TO BOLTERS., 


An Important Meeting To-Morrow. Night~— 
Disafiected Democrats Coming Back to 
the Party Fold—The Situation in the Tenth 
and Twenty-Fourth Wards—Central com- 
mittee Meetings—Democrats Will Batify 
To-Nighit- Gossip. 


The reported disaffection in the ranks ot the 
Local Democracy in the Tenth, Elghteenth, 
Fourth and Twenty-fourth Wards, is attract- 
ing a great deal of attention in both parties, 
and is having no little influence upon the can- 
vass. The origin of the various contests has 
been published repeatedly in the 
columns of the PosT-DISPATCH and are famil- 
lar to all persons interested in politics. The 
probable effect of these party quarrels, how- 
ever, is an unknown quantity which, as is usual 
in such cases, has been greatly exaggerated in 
the common political gossip of the hour. 

In the Fourth Ward Doc MoGarry, leader of 
the supposed disgruntled or anti-committee 
crowd, has swallowed his anger andis work- 
ing industriously to swing the contending 
elements into line. While the McGarry follow- 
ing are loth to recognize the regularity of the 
election of Committeeman Jas. Moore, yet 
they are willing to bury all personal 
prejudices until after November 2, 


in the general interest of the party ticket. 
They will hold no joint meetings nor will they 
caucus with the Moore faction; but they wiil 
place themselves on record before the day of 
election, as good and obedient Democrats. 

In a conversation with a Post-DISPATCH re- 
posses this morning Doc McGarry said: ‘‘The 
ollowers of the anti-Moore delegation in the 
late city primaries and a number of independ. 
ent Democrats of the Ward, who are allied 
with no particular faction but poll a large vote, 
will hola a joint meeting at St. Patrick's Hall 
to-morro night, when steps will be 
taken to Fridge over any disafiection which 
may exist, forthe general good of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. We know, and it is generally 
recognized by the party at large, that we were 
victo1ious at the primaries despite tne arbi- 
trary rulings of the Credential Committee of 
the convention and, conscious of that yictory, 
we are ready to re-enter the arena and fight 
for the old party again. 

In the Tenth and Eighteenth Wards the fight 
centers on the O’Oonnell-Spaulding contest 
for Justice of the Peace. The attempt to drag 
in Glover and Kenefick has thus far not met 
with any pronounced suceess. Mr. Kene- 
fick’s friends cluim that he is in no way 
interested in injuring Mr. Glover and that 
they have done nothing to create the impres- 
siontbat Mr. Kenefick or his friends would 
notlend Mr. Glover as hearty support as to 
the other Democrats on thetioket. A crowd 
of kickers, headed by T. L. O’Suill- 
van, are attempting to create a 
diversion by threatening to knife 
Kenefick. The first move by the O’Sullivan 
crowd was to endorse Sam Hathaway as an 
independent Senatorial candidate agamst the 
regular Democratic candidate. Outside of the 
O’Conneli-Spaulding contest it is not likely 
that the disatfection will amount to much on 
election day. 

The only really dangerous bolt is in the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, where the anti-McDer- 
mott faction have bound themselves by reso- 
lution to the number of 508 to vote against the 
party nominees unless they obtain 
proper recognition at the hands of 
the City Central Committee. As the 
Central Committee has tabled all protests 
and contests growing out of the election of 
committeemen, itis probable that the Twen- 
ty-fourth Warders will keep their word. The 
only charge against McDermott, who is the 
Ward Comm tteeman, is that on the day of the 
primaries he refused to carry ou; the 
resolution adopted by the Democratic Central 
Committee, giving to all opposing factions 
equal representation inthe polling places. Mr. 
Edgar and several respectable citizens and 
Democrats attempted to obtain recognition, 
under the resolution referred to, and change 
that they were put out of the polis. In the 
Ciardy primaries where both sides were 
equally represented in the appointment of 
judges and clerks, the anti-McDermott crowd 
claim to have carried the Ward by a majority 
of 19) odd votes, which showing they quote as 
proof of their superior voting streugth. 


It Was Current Gossip. 


On last Friday afternoon the Post-Dret 
PATCH published as a picce of current political 
gossip areport of the miscarriage of an in- 
cipient boom for Gen. J. B. Henderson for the 
Republican Congressional nomination inthe 


Ninth District. The story was common talk 
at Republican headquarters and among Ke- 
publican politicians at the time, many of 
whom were only too willing to exaggerate its 
importance, if for no otber purpose than to 
make it serve as a convenſent explanation of 
Filley’s victory. Maj. Emory Foster having 
been currently credited with the rumor and 
F. C. Buikley having figured conspicuously 
subsequently in denying it, the Major’s re- 
marks on the subject to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter are significant. He said: *‘On Tues- 
day evening a member of the Republican State 
Committee, Mr. Bulkley, saidin my presence 
that he regretted very much that Gen. Hen- 
derson’s speech, delivered the day before, 
had not been printed on that morning, Tues- 
day, ‘as he had thought it would, or as had 
been understood’ instead of delaying it.’’ 

The report grew out of just such remarks as 
these, and was magnified by repetitions, but 
atnotime did it amount to anything more 
that a piece of current political gossip, and 
was simply written as such by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter. 


The Republicar Committee, 


That the anger of the Silk Stocking Repub- 
licans over Filley’s victory is rapidly disap- 
pearing is evident from the interest which 
the Silk-Stocking Republican Central Com-

THE WIIEAT CROP, 


Seeding Nearly Finished in Missouri and 
Kansas—Winter Wheat Threatened, 


CHICAGO, October 18.—The Farmers’ Review 
publishes the following summary of its 
weekly crop report; Fall wheat seeding has 
been nearly finished in Missouri and Kansas 
and is stili progressing in Indiana, Ohio and 


Michigan. The reports are not yet sufficiently 
complete to indicate the acreage as compared 
with forme. vears, but the few returns made 
show an increase in Ohio and Indiana 
over last vear. The Ohio reports show 
that the seeding was acvomplished under 
generally favorable conditions, though 
one or two counties report insuf- 
cient moisture. The conditions in Mis- 
sourt are generally reported favorable. Re- 
orts of drouth aguin come from Kansas and 
n Davis, Rush and Sumner Counties the re- 
ports state that the winter wheat is again 
threatened with ruin owing to lack of rain. 
In Indjana, Iowa and Nebraska, the conditions 
are reported favorable for fall plowing and 
seeding. In Ohio and Indiana the marketing 
of wheat is reported to be free, while in lowa 
and Minnesota it is fair, and in Kansas, Mis- 
— and Illinois it is reported to be very 
small. 


THE CONGREGATIONALISTS. 


Report of the Committee on Theological 
Seminaries—This Morning’s Session. 


CurcaGo, October 18.—The National Council 
ot the Congregational Church heard the report

A TRIO TRAPPED. 


THREE FEMALE SHOPLIFTERS TAKEN IN 
AT BARR’S TO-DAY. 


Can¢ht with Their Baskets Fall of Stolen 
Goods—How Greed Led to a Fall- 
Wagon-Load of Plunder Found in the 
Women’s Residence on Page Avenue 
Talks with the Thieves. 


Shoplifters have opened their fall campaign, 
and from now until after the Christmas holj- 
days the large retail dry goods stores of 
the city are apt to  sutfer badly 
from their depredations. Barr's store 
appears to bethe principal sufferer, several 
women being caught there of late. This 
morning three more were arrested. Shortly 
before ll o’clock a young man named Fred 
Dehlert, employed as a salesman at the under- 
wear counter, saw a woman slip a 
suit of underwear off the counter 


and pass it to a couple of women with her. 
Ile immediately placed the women under ar- 
rest, and when searched it was found thatthe 

had about $20 worth of underwear which stift 
hud the store tags on it, and was immediately 
identified as stolen property. The women 
bad been hanging around the underwear 
counter all day, and one of them would slip 
goods off the counter and pass it to the 
others. Then they would go up-stairs and 
pack the goods in baskets which thev had 
there. After making several trips back and 
forth they started out of the store with their 
baskets filled, but stopped to take one more 
suit ot underwear. It was a tatal greed to 
them as it resulted in their capture. 
They were taken to the Four 
Courts in the ‘‘hoodlum’’ wagon and 
there locked up and warrants for petit larceny 
issued ‘against them. At Barr's store two 
of the women gave the names of Coleman but 
at the Four Courts they said their 
names were Mrs. Susan Swinhart and 
Mrs. Annie Swinhart. The tormer gave 
her age as 40 years and the latter, who claims 
tobe her daughter-if-iaw, pleaded guilty to 
24. The other woman, who is about 22 years of 
uge, gave the name of Jennie Forgy. They 
said they resided at Nos. 3%5 and 3910 Page 
avenue and officers Were sent out to search 
the house, 

WIIAT THE WOMEN Sax. 

When seen in the hold-over by a reporter 
the women were all very anxious to krow 
whether their names wenld be published, 
and then the Forgey woman imme 
diately retired intothe fartherest and darkest 
corner of the cell und called to the others: 
8 away aud don't sa) anything at all to 
im.“ 

They lingered, however, near the bars, not- 
withstanding her advice, but suid they had 
nothing tosay tothe charge on which tuey 
had been arrested. 

Do you deny stealing the goods?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

Well, of course we can’t deny stealing tha 
articles,as we were arrested right there in 
the store with them in our possession,’’ said 
the elder Mrs. Swinhart. ‘‘But,’’ she added, 
it was the first and will be the last 
time we willever do anything of the kind.’’ 
She said that she lived at No. 3905 Page 
avenue, and was the mother-in-law of the 
other Mrs. Swinhart and the mother of Mrs. 
Forgey, who resides at No. 3910 Page 
avenue with ber husband. The directory 
gives Thomas J. Forgey, a commission mer- 
chant living at that number. The 
husband of the younger Mrs. Sywine- 
hart is employed on a delivery wagon 
ut David Nicholson’s. In the directory are 
the names of Charles, Eqward B., Harry W., 
Humphrey and Walter Bwinhart, all given 
as residing at No. 3910 Page avenue, wiile 
Elias Swinhart is given as living at 
No. Page avenue and his occupation is 
down as driver. The old lady is a stout, well 
; ed woman; the younger Mrs. Swinhart 
a tall, rather slender, dark complected woman 
and Mrs. Forgey, « medium-sized woman of 
rather comely appearance.

‘en Hours a Day Accepted by the Strikers 
Non-Union Men to Be Crowded Out Later

Catcaaco, October 18.—There is no change in 
the situation in the packing-house district 
this morning. The armed guard now consists 
of 500 men. The Armour firm now has 800 men 
at work and began slaughtering cattle this 
morning inasmall way, but has not yot ar- 
tempted to commence operations in its pork 
packing branch and does not expect to do so 
to-day. 

A SKIRMISH. 

Excitement was caused about 10 o’ciock this 
morning by the report that a batch of Pinker- 
ton recruits had been stoned on their way to 
the yards. No one was seriously hurt, but the 
fecling engendered was quickly manifested by 
the older guards, who commenced to use their 
clubs freely in forcing groups ot men about 
the houses to move along. 

PRACTICALLY SETTLED. 

The great strike ut the stock yards is practl- 
cally settied. Mr. Barry of the Knights of 
Labor just stated to a reporter that he would 
have an interview with the packers 
this afternoon, and that he would tell 
them that the men were prepared to 

ten hours a day as demanded 

by the packers. He should use ever 
endeavor to have the packers discharge all 
the non-union inen they have broughtin, but 
he wou!d not keep the men out, he said, even 
if the packers refused to grant this. Armour 
& Co. say they will not discharge any of the 
men they have brouchtin, and that as far as 
they are concerned they feel almost inde- 
pendent of the strikers. They killed 500 cattle 
esterday with their new men, and expect to

The action taken by the General Assembly 
Saturday in reterence to the clause of the re- 
vised constitution, relating to National Trades 


Districts, was reconsidered, and when an 
effort was made to readopt the clause 
as: amended, it failed for lack of a 
two-thirds vote.

London, October 18.—A Belfast dispatch 
says the low-lying districts of Ulster are sub- 
merged.

A NEW DANGER THREATENING THE FEW 
PEOPLE IN THE STRICKEN BEGION. 


Animals Maddened by Thirst Attack Search- 
ing Parties—The Full Horror of the Ca- 
lamity Not Told Yet—Statements of the 
Relieving Parties — Searching for the 
Bodies of the Drowned.

GALVESTON, Tex., October 18.—The commit- 
tee of citizens who left here Saturday night on 
the tugboat Estelle, which hada schooner in 
tow, carrying $1,000 worth of provisions for 
the sufferers at Sabine Pass and Johnson’s 
Bayou, returned at a late hour last night. 
They reached Sabine Pass early Sunday morn- 
ing, and found 100 persons still living there, re- 
luctant to leave the site of their former homes. 
They are occupying the few houses that with- 
stood the storm. One-hal! the food and 
clothing taken up by the committee was dis- 
tributed among the sufferers, who were in 
great need ofeverything. The remainder was 
sent up to Johnson’s Bayou by the barge 
Topsy, as the tide and the channel 
would not permit of the Estelle going up 
the river. The committee are unanimous in 
their statements regarding the absolute desti- 
tution ofthe survivors. They say they never 


saw such suffering for the com- 
mon necessities of life as exists 
at Sabine Pass and Johnson’s Bayou. 


The committee ascertained that the total num 
ber of persons wholost their lives was 102. 
Of these sixty-four were colored and thirty- 
eight were whites. Only sixty-one bodies 
have thus far been recovered and buried. 
Scores of searching parties continue to hunt 
for the bodies of missing friends. 


A Vessel Wrecked, 


ERIE, Pa., October 18.—The amount of 
wreckage, spars and cabin furniture which 
has been washed ashore to-day establishes the 
fact beyond a doubt that the vessel reported 
ashore west of Erie, yesterday, must have 
gone down with her entire crew and left no 
one to tell the tale. When Sighted the crew 


were in the rigging and numbered ten or 
twelve. Every effort was made to reach them 
by the Government vessels. There has been 
nothing found yet which will give any clew to 
the vnlucky craft’s identity or port, excepta 
name-board bearing ths name which looks 
like Peru, Chicago.“

There are a good many queer people in 
this world.

He is a bookkeeper 
who runs his house by rules. A reporter 
of the News recently visited his residence. 
Placards of rules were placed in every 
room for the guidance of its occupants, 
and for their violation sundry penalties 
are provided.

Enter the parlor by the first door to the left.

It was fastened to the shade of a drop- 
light, ar at night its lettering was 


brought Into a conspicuous prominence 
by the light under it. The placard read 
thus: 


Please do not soil the photograph album. 
Piease do not finger the oil paintings to see 
if they are genuine, for they are. 

Please do not touch the mineral specimens 
on the side table. 

Please do not move your chair from the po- 
sition it occupies, 

Please close the piano after using it and put 
the music where you found it. If you found 
it out of its place put it where it belongs. 

No visitors entertained in this parlor before 
2p.m. and between the hours of 6 and 8 p. m. 
and after 10:30 p. m. Any visitor calling at 
any hour when no entertainment is allowed 
will be compelled to await the arrival of the 
hour when some member of the family is per- 
mitted to enter. 

Young men will please observe the rule that 
no visitors are entertained after 10:30 p. m. 
Members of this family are prohibited from 
oecupying this parlor except to éntertain 
callers. 

The rules are rough on visitors, but the 
reporter learned from a regular visitor to 
one of the young ladies of the house, that 
they are rigidly enforced. Suspended 
from a chandelier which overhangs the 
dining-table in the dining-room was a 
placard which read thus: 

Please take your time in eating, 
Please replace the different articles in the 
castors. 

Please do not — 1 your elbows on the table. 
Please sit upright in your chair. 

Please eat with your fork. 

In the kitchen the servant girl kept such 
a close watch upon the reporter that he 
could not copy the rules he saw over the 
dresser. He got a few furtive glances at 
them. They were very long, and out- 
lined in detail the cook’s duties, such as 
the amount of salt, pepper,and other con- 
diments to be placed in certain articles of 
foodr the amount of flour required for 
biscuit; and rolls for each meal; when 
butter has to be used, XO. There was a 
lace for every pan and pot, and each 
as specified. Even the amount of coal 
required for ® day’s use in 
the kitchen stove was set down. 
There was a special injunction that everv- 
thing was to be kept neat and clean, and 
failure to do so would be detected by the 
master of the house, who would inspect 
the kitchen every day. The servant girl 
was allowed to receive company one night 
each week, and she was permitted to take 
Sunday night to herself. provided she 
would return by 10:30 p. m. Violation of 
the rules was punishable by hes being kept 
on duty on Sunday night, and refused 
company either for one, two or three 
weeks, as the magnitude of the offence

WATERED PLEDGES. 

The State Constitution provides that 

‘‘no corporation shall issue stock or 


merely for aiding an immigration which 
the law does not declare unlawful, and 
it punishes them for an act done in 
a foreign country. The Court, held, 
however, that Congress could declare 
unlawful a certain method of procuring 
immigration, and impose penalties on 
those who adopt it, without declaring the 
immigration itself unlawful, or obstruct- 
ing it otherwise than by fining those who 


“bonds except for money paid, labor done 
‘or property actually received, and all 
“fictitious increase of stock or indebted- 
„ness shall be void.“ But no remedies 
for the effective enforcement of this pro- 
vision have been provided, and it is 
notorious that the commerce of Missouri 
is now taxed for interest and dividends on 
vast quantities of water injected into rail- 
road capitalization since the Constitution 
was adopted. 

Both parties in their recent State con- 
ventions promised legislation to enforce 
the Constitution. But the Democratic 
party again placed its State organization 
under the control of Col. Jon O’Day and 
his political staff of railroad attorneys, 
and no sooner was this done than out 
comes the announcement of a meeting of 
Missouri Pacific people to be held Decem- 
ber 10 to authorize an issue of $4,000,000 
more of stock and $5,000,000 more of bonds. 
The Kansas City Times, a Democratic or- 
gan, says of this announcement: 

This notification is in ample time for the 
election of members of Congress and of the 
State Legislatures of the States subject to the 
domination of the Missouri Pacific consolida- 
tion and conclusive proof of the confidence of 
the combination in its ability to defy the laws 
ot Missouri and Kansas; to control the Legisla- 
tures when they assemble and prevent the 
enactment of other and adequate legislation 
against its usurpations and to emasculate the 
congressional délegations from these States 
on all questions pertaining to national control 
of internal commerce. 

Before this announcement enough had in- 
cidentally leaked out to show the participa- 
tion of the Missouri Pacificin the nominating 
primaries of Missouri and Texas, and to justify 
the apprehension that the railroads of the en- 


tire country were in a political pool to control 
the Legislatures of the states and Congress. 
In the meantime the people are singularly 
apathetic, and many of the candidates for 
legislative positions singularly silent, com- 
placent and non-committal. 
If any voter questions this reference to 
the candidates, let him read the vague 
evasive expressions of quite a large pro- 
portion of the St. Louis legislative candi- 
dates in last Friday’s Post-DISPATCH. 
Even where there was courage enough to 
indorse the party platform, it was mostly 
done in terms which will not at all alarm 
Mr. GOULD or Col. JouN O’Day.

OUT OF PLACE. 

Judge SHERWOOD of the Supreme Bench 
of Missouriis now introducing a notable 
innovation upon the precedents of the 
august body to which he belongs. He has 
‘‘taken the stumpꝰ in a State campaign, 
partly to enlighten the people upon the 
mistake of submission and also, as it ap- 
pears, to oppose the candidacy of Senator 
CoCKRELL for re-election. 
The innovation does not meet with pub- 
lic approval. The people would rather 
not see the Supreme Court of Missouri 
‘‘stumping the State.“ Very few, indeed, 
were those who listened to Judge SHER- 
WOOD’Ss speech at the Mercantile Library 
on Saturday night, and the speech as read 
in the morning papers produced no other 
impression except one of regret that it 
had been made by a judge of the Supreme 
Court. 

The people of St. Louis can hardly fail 
to remember that the Supreme Court has 
now before it for decision two important 
cases relating to the public affairs of St. 
Louis. One of these cases has been wait- 
ing more thantwo years for a decision, 
the other more than a year. Judge SHKR- 
woop cannot blame the people of St. 
Louis for thinking that, if the Supreme 
Court has so much time on its hands that 
it can stump the State, it should dispose 
of the judicial work in its charge before 
exchanging the judicial ermine for the 
campaigner’s grip-sack.

Mr. BLAINE is about to open a spectacu- 
lar and tavern-gong campaign in Penn- 
sylvania, and his tour through that State 
will give him a chance to explain one 
matter which needs explanation. When 
he led his triumphal procession through 
the country as the nominee of his party 
for the Presidency, he revealed a brilliant 
talent for forecasting future events, and 
his prophetic ken prompted him to declare 
with tiresome iteration that a Democratic 
victory and a change of Administration 
would overwhelm the country with 
bankruptcy, ruin and devastation. Such 
dismal forebodings characterized every 
speech, and it is now in order for Mr. 
BLAINE to explain our national prosperity. 
The general revival of trade and business 
and the thickening evidences of good 
times will afford the magnetic speaker 
rich material when he begins the work of 
explanation. 1s he willing to admit that 
he was a misguided man and false prophet 
when he filled the land with the uproar of 
his terrible predictions? or was he playing 
the part of an insincere demagogue mak- 
ing simply an ad captandum appeal for the 
purpose of catching votes? In any event, 
itishoped that Mr. BLAINE will explain 
the prosperity of the country.

Tun Department of Agriculture at 
Washington has a newly organized divi- 
sion of economic ornithology. Much evi- 
dence has been recently collected for the 
purpose of classifying birds with refer- 
ence to their usefulness or hurtfulness to 
agriculture; and the conclusions reached 
are interesting. It is decided that the 
English sparrow, imported for the 
protection of hade trees from 
insects, is an unmitigated pest. The 
rice bird, or bob-o-link, is declared 
be the friend and protector 
of growing crops. Hawks and owls do 
more good than harm, since their services 
in destroying mice and grasshoppers count 
more than their depredations on domestic 
fowls. It has not been so easy to reach a 
verdict in regard to the crow, but a com- 
parative consideration of all the evidence 
for and against it, creates an impression 
in its favor. Againstthe mischief which 
this bird does the cornfield are weighed its 
work as a scavenger and its service in ex-

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THE CIVIL COURTS. 


George Gog’s Matrimonial Grievances— 
Decisions by Judge Thayer—Legal Notes. 


There wasa large gathering of ladies this 
morning in Judge Horner’s Court, the greater 
number being witnesses summoned in the 
divorce case of George Gog against Olivia F. 
Gog,which was set for trial to-day. The Court, 
however, was in no condition to hear a domes- 
tic contest, having been sick for some days 
with aseverecold. The Judge could not use 
his voice this morning, and he retired trom 
the bench after the motion hour. The Gog 
case was reset for the 2uth of November, and 
the ladies filed out of court. Mr. Gog asks 
for a severance of the knot on the ground that 
his wife tyrannizead and domineered over him 
and was at all times hostile, bitter 
und exasperating in her manner toward 
him; that she denied him the 

control of his family and drove 

the step-children away from home among 
strangers and tried to persuade the eldest girl 
to run off and get married ‘contrary to her 
father’s wishes. Mr. Gog wound up his series 
of complaints in his petition by stating that 
his wite uttered false charges against him, 
destroying his rest and peace of mind, and 
to use his own words, he alleged 
‘*that she had practiced upon ‘him every, and 
all those arts by which an evil-disposed woman 
can in the course of time wear out the patience 
and endurance of any man unfortunate 
eno ugh to be her victim, and that she has ren- 
dered his condition truly intolerable and his 
life a burden.’ 
Mrs. Gog enteredan answer admitting the 
marriage, but denying every other allegation 
of her husband as wilfully untrue. There will 
be a flood of testimony on both sides.

A Mysterious Shooting and an Explanation

He was obstinate, however, and while 
his wife was trying by force to keep him from 
going outthe door, the istol was dis- 
charged twice, and both ullets lodged 
in his left breast, one above and the latter be- 
low the heart. e had run heavily into debt 
lately, and though he worked asa switchmayg 
on the Conlogue and was doing his best to 
satisfy all his creditors, they kept garnishee- 
ing his salary every month, and as his family 
was dependent on what he earned for sup- 
port they were in straitened circumstances. 
It is strongly suspected that on tuis 
account he became desperate aud de- 
termined to end his life. One of the bullets 
passed above his heart and lodged in the 
back. It was extracted by Dr. Winton this 
morning. The other ranged downward, and 
the wound caused by its passage is pro- 
nounced fatal.

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MENDMENT to the Constitution of the State of 
4 Missouri, proposed by the Thirty-third General 
Assembly, to be voted on atthe general election of 
1854. Constitutional amendment. Concurrent reso- 
lution submitting to the qualified voters of the State 
of Missouri an amendment to the Constitution thereof 
concerning reveuue and taxation. 

Be it resoived by the senate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring therein. that at the general 
election to be held on the Tuesday next following the 
first Monday in November, A. D. 1886. the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri, coucerning revenue and taxation. shall be 
Submitted to the qualified voters of said State, to-wit: 

Section 1. In addition to the taxes to be levied 
for county and city purposes, nnder and by virtue of 
section (11) eleven of articie (10) tea of the Constitu- 
tion of this State, the connty court of the severa 
counties of this State are authorized to levy for roa 
and bridge purposes, an additional tax, not to ex- 
ceed (15) fifteen cents on each one hundred dollars of 
valuation, and the City of st. Louls ie authorized to 
levy for street purposes au additional tax, not to ex- 
ceed (15) fifteen certs on each one hundred dollars 
of valuation. The rate herein allowed Is to be levied 
and collected the same as other taxes for county and 
city purposes, and subject to all existing constitu- 
tional restrictions as to valuation of property.

A TERRIBLE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Factory Girls Forced to Immoral Practices 
to Earn Their Living. 


Dv Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 
New YorK, October 18.—At a meeting of the 
Brocklyn Central Union yesterday afternoon, 
in Labor Lyceum, Myrtle street, Williamsburg, 
a committee of six, three men and three 
women, related a story of immorality which 
they said they found, after an investigation, 
to exist in a Williamsburg factory. Wnen 
the girls in that factory quit work,’’ the 
committee said, ‘‘the moving cause was 
the discharge of two girls because, it 
was alleged, they were late in coming 
to work. After quitting work, however, the 
hands, 200in all, of both sexes, refused to re- 
turn to work unless certain men were dis- 
arged. The employes, in demanding the 
ischarge of these men, alleged the most 
atrocious acts againstthem. Mr. Donovan of 
the State Board of Arbitration and our com- 
mittee visited the proprietor to bring about a 
settlement ofthe trouble. He would not listen 
to us, not even when we stood ready to give 
him the oo which we shall give you to- 
day o the existence of horrible 
practices in that For the 
privilege of — $4 an $$ a 
week, girls and women have had to prostitute 
themselves, little boys being made the bearers 
of the indecent proposals.’’ 

After the committee had presented what 
were regarded as proofs of the alleged abuses, 
a committee of the Union was appointed to 

roceed against the accused men in the crim- 
Ina courts. The Union will unite with the 
Central Labor Union of this city in an effort to 
have these men brought to trial. It has or- 
dered the establishment of a fund for that pur - 
pose, to which it asks all good people to con- 
tribute. The girls will be supported by the 
Central Labor Unions of this city and Brooklyn 
during the strike.

THE LAND RING. 


HOW THE LAND SPECULATORS SECURE THE 
INDIAN RESERVATIONS. 


Improved Property Upon Which the Govern- 
ment Spends Millions and the Indians 
Lavish Years of Toil Gobbled Up for a 
Song—The Removal of the Apaches Af- 
fording the Ring an Eligible Opportunity. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, October 17.—A special corre- 
spondent of the New York WORLD, under date 
of October 12, writes as follows from Santa Fe, 
N. M.: The removal of the Chiracuhuas and 
Apaches to Florida opens up another eligible 
opportunity for reservation speculation, and 
the set of demagogues ruling this territory 
will not be slothful in having the spoils. For 
thirty years the Government has been neatly 
practised upon by a method unfamiliarto any 
one outside of this territory, and as simple as 
itisingenuous. The first step in the scheme 
istodemand the removal of acertain tribe 
from a certain locality for reasons of 


**public advantage. This is done 
by pressure brought to bear dy 
the representative voluntarily, or under 


compulsion. Simultaneously reports come 
up from the Indian Agent that the present 
place is unsuitable; that the tribe is restless 
and would be benefitea oy a change. Then a 
discovery is made that a certain remote and 
fertile spot is just the panacea for all these 
ills together. The order for removal comes, 
and, willing or unwilling, the tribe leaves its 
reservation 4nd goes to pastures new. Now, 
of course, the abandoned reservation is use- 
less to the Government, and is offered at 
public auction, the ring buys itin, and thus 
the improved property, with roads, streams, 
dams, cnitivated fields, fences, store-houses, 
and all that is needed for a great ranch, upon 
which the Government spent millions, and the 
Indians lavished years of toil, is acquired for 
a song. If in the investigation of the Maxwell- 
Grant frauds, the Government will rigidly in- 


Reservation, at Bosque Redondo, after having 
been one of the most fertile and desirable 
tracts in that Territory, was abandoned and 
sold for a pittance, considerable light willjbe 


thrown, not only upon Maxwell’s case, but 
perhaps upon that of officials then high in the 
Indian Department, and of Representatives 
affecting to serve the best interests of New 
Mexico, and really serving their bank account 
at the 
GOVERNMENT’S EXPENSE. 

The facts in the case are these: At the close of 
the Navajo war, in 1863, Gen. James H. Carl- 
ton, then commanding the Department of 
New Mexico, ordered the conquered tribe 
from their almost inaccessible stronghold in 
the Canyon de Chelle tothe Bosque Redondo, 
where a large reservation was set apart for 
their use. The Navajos are a diligent and 
pastoral people, and under careful supervi- 
sion set about improving the property that 
was to be their future home; dug along the 
Acequias to convey water for irrigating pur- 
poses; built roads, cleared and fenced fields 
in the fertile bottom, built substantial store- 
houses, planted orchards, and, in fine, made 
what was.a wilderness a vast and prosper- 
ous farm. The Navajos were contented and 
fast regaining prosperity, when the fine 
Italian hand of the ring began to assert itself. 
One day an emissary from the Indian Depart- 
ment arrived from Washington to make a 
‘‘report.’’ Gen. Carlton was shortly after- 
wards informed that this gentleman, instead 
of examining into the condition of affairs at 
the Bosque, was holding pow wows with the 
chiefs, urging them to infractionsof the rnles 
prescribed by the military authorities, inflam- 
ing their temper by bug-a-boo threats to cut 
off their supplies and making promises of 
what the great father would do in their favor 
if they would make a unanimous demand for 
anew reservation. So flagrant indeed, was his 
conduct and language that Gen. Carlton felt 
compelled to isstie a peremptory order to the 
effect that if the fembassador did not attend 
strictly to his business and cease to excite 
mutiny he was to be summarily ejected from 
the reservation. 
A council was then held with the chiefs, and 
they unanimously expressed their satisfaction 
and desire toremain at the Bosque. A few 
months later, however, agitation on the sub- 
ject began in Washington, and the Indians 
were ordered to be sent to their old stamping- 
ground, where they now are. It was in vain 
that the military authorities opposed it or 
that the Indians themselves clamored to re- 
main, 
THE FIAT WAS FINAL, 
the Indians were removed, the Bosque came 
under the hammer, and passed to Maxwell's 
ring for $200,000. The case of the Chiricahua 
Apaches was parallel. In 1870 they were 
placed on a reservation on the Tulerosa River 
ina fertile and well-timbered tract twenty 
miles north of the San Augustine plain. There 
are very few streams of sweet water in New 
Mexico and this was an especially desirable 
possession for many reasons, but not until 
roads had been built, timber cleared away, 
fields plowed, dams and mills built. 
The Government, of course, wrought all these 
improvements and justas soon as the reser- 
vation was valuable and in full swing the 
Apaches were removed to Ojos 
Calientes, near the San Matec Mount, in 
one of the worst places which could be se- 
lected, because near the settlements in the 
heart of the Miembres mountains where rene- 
gades could not be followed, and wituin easy 
reach of the rendezvous at Canon del Alamao 
used by Victorio, Juh, Loco and Natchez, asa 
resting place during their subsequent raids. 
It is a noteworthy fact that while these In- 
dians were at Tulerosa, they gave little or no 
trouble. Victorio made an occasional raid 
into Sonora, Mexico, but no domestic troubles 
ofany consequence occurred. Capt. George 
Chilson, of the Eighth Cavalry, had a little 
fight with Haralche, Juan and a few braves, 
at the foot of the San Mateo, and 
there was one petty case of cattle 
stealing on the Cuchillo Negro River, after- 
ward tracedto some renegade Navajos and 
Mescaleros, who had settled in the Magdalena 
Mountains, but theterritory enjoyed several 
years of absolute immunity from Apache 
troubles, and the famous Cook’s Canon and 
the Jornada del Muerte, or ‘‘Journey of 
Death,’’ were as safe thoroughfares as Broad- 
way. 
When I visited the Tulerosa reservation in 
1874 Loco, Natchez, Haralche, Juh, Choito and 
Juan were living peaceably and conteantedly, 
playing monte and the Apache lance game, 
with no thought of murder orrapine. On the 
contrary, Loco, who was head chief 
A FAT AND GOOD-NATURED POLYGAMIST, 
was daily lecturing his young men on the 
moral impropriety of going off the reservation 
for either hair or cattle. Immediately on his 
removal to Ojos Calientes, however, Loco 
changed his tune, and then begun the series 
of raids just happily ended. It was openly 
whispered at the time the removal was not for 
388 reasons or to advance the prosperity 
of the Chiricahuas, but to the end that the 
Tulerosa property as improved by Indian 
labor and Government money might come 
cheaply into the hands of the ring. 
Now is the turn of the Jicarillaand Mascalero 
Apaches to be removed from their property 
near Fort Stanton. It has been converted 
from a desert into a valuable property 
and it will be amazing if a strong effort is not 
soon made to get possession of it. An- 
other system, which is less skillful and more 
knavish, is that of practicing on the Indians’ 
ignorance of relative vaiue to ‘‘buy’’ lands 
from the Pueblos, Zunis, and other Indians 
holding them. The white buys an acre of 
arable land, and goes — K into court 
witha signed and witnessed deed conveying 
to him one, twe or six square miles. Nearly 
all the arable land of the Zunis, at Nutria 
Springs, has gone in this fashion, and unless 
the Government interferes, the tribe will be 
homeless for they have no patent to their 
lands. There is a fertile field here for investi- 
se in this lime, and the industrious path- 

nder Will find a rich treasure of surprise 
awaiting his shrewd diligence.
